Although .several persons may 
share in paylng for the support of 
a dependent, federal law permits 
enly one qualified taxpayer fo claim 
the extra exemption. to. reduce Jus 
or her taxes, Whitney 1. Wheeler, 
IRS. District Director. for Maine, 
noted. 

Ifa taxpayer does not pay more 
than. half the support, he or. she 
must be part of a.group of 4wo or 
more that. contribute half of the de- 
pendent’s support, Mr. Wheeler said. 
Moreaver, each ‘Wember of the 
group must meet all requirements 
for claiming the exemption. him- 


self or herself except for person: — 


ally contributing more than 50 per- 
cent of the dépendent's support. 

Also, the person claiming the ex- 
emption must provide at least. 10 
per cent of the dependent's support. 

‘The taxayers can decide among 
themselves who will claim. the tax 
exemption.”
